FALL1ERES DID NOT
RECEIVE USUAL HONOR

Reason Made Known for Appar¬
ent Discrimination by King

of Spain.

AL.FO.VSO XIII."S li'fituval of the
Order of the < .olden Fleece
upon President Poincare on the

occasion of h!s recent visit to Paris,
serves to emphasize the fact that
whereas it has been conferred on most
of the chief magistrate of the French
republic, it was withheld from Armand
Fallleres. There has been a consid¬
erable amount of speculation as to the
cause of this discrimination against
him. But the real reason is to he
found in the fact that it is essentially
a Catholic order, that its knights,
alike in Austria and In Spain, are re¬
quired to swear fidelity to the church
and to devote themselves to its pro-1
tection; and under the circumstances
It was fell that it would hardly do
to grant it to Fallleres. who as Presi¬
dent, had sanctioned the complete run-
ture of the concordat, and the break¬
ing off of all friendly relations be¬
tween the church and the state in
France.

Whereas, former chief masrstrates of
France were compelled to submit to
an elaborate ceremony of investiture,
and to take the oath of the order.
King Alfonso dispensed with all this
in the case of President and
contented himself with har". hit"
the insrgnia. on procredinc to lunch
at the Elysee Palace a few hours
after his arrival in Paris.
The insignia consists of th» Jewel

of the order, which is worn around
the neck on ordinary occasions by a

red ribbon, and on great ceremon'al
occasions, and when in full uniform,
by a gold chain, in which the letter
^ for Hurcundy, commemorating that
Duke Philip the (Jood of Burgundy,
who founded the order, and furisnns.
or firestones, set in gold, constitute
the chief feature.

At the back of the setting of these
stones are encraved the names of the
knights who have worn the collar in

I question, which is only held by the
recipient f< r life, and on his death has
to be returned to the Emperor of
Austria, or to the King of Spain, who
each have the right of conferring the
order. Thus, the collar worn by Klnc
Humbert of Italy was the same as
jh.tt which had originally belonged tn
Christopher Columbus, and that of t'»e
late Emperor Frederick of Germany had
been worn hundreds of years ago hv
Fernando forte*. The collar which
has Just be«n received by President
Poincare has been owned. among
others, by Prince Bismarck. whoso
name figures as such, engraved on

the back of one of the medallions, al¬
though newspapers have refrained un¬
til now from drawing attention to the
fact.

It was. however, the only collar of
the order available at the present
time. For the number of knights Is
extremely limited.limited, indeed, by
the number of collars. I would only
add that as a kniglit of the Order of
the Golden Fleece. President Poincare
becomes, inso facto, an honorary cou-
<sin of the rulers of Spain nnd of Aus¬
tria. and will, even when he retires
from the chief magistracy of the repub¬
lic. still remain entitled to rank at
the courts of Vienna and of Madrid
Immediately next to the members of
the reigning house.

pire by nicaas <>f such cheap transpor¬tation as *<x»er, the prices for their
crops world be kept down.
Karlsruhe, for instance, the capitalof Baden, is situated almost in the

centre of the empire, hundreds of miles
away from the sea. Yet, thanks to theextraordinary network of canals and
now navigable rivers which criss-crossGermany in every direction. It is able
to rank as a port, from which near
6.000 vessels, of a tonnage of over
1 40 i.OOO, entered and cleared last year;that is to say, nearly twice the show-
lng of San Francisco. The navigablewaterways of Germany are in theneighborhood of 10,300 miles, and are jnot only of enormous economic value,but also of groat strategic importance. |
After having compounded the various

perpetual pensions, or rather annuities,granted by the First Napoleon to his
most brilliant generals and statesmenfor tho purpose or enabling them andtheir heirs to maintain with befittingdignity the ducal, princely and othernobiliary titles with which he had
rewarded them, the French govern¬
ment is now investigating the pensionsgranted as recently as in 1881 to thevictims of Napoleon IH. s sanguinary
coup d'etat, by means of which he
secured possession of the throne in

When the proposal was first made to
indemnify these Victims, it was intend¬ed to limit the annuities to the actual
sufferers, whose fortunes had been
ruined, or whose health had beenbroken by the hardships which theyunderwent as prisoners of state thirtyyears previously. But before the mea¬
sure became law. It had been so ex¬
tended to take In the children and
even grandchildren of the victims, andIt i3 hardly necessary for me to add
that, as in other instances of pen-sions, the list of annuitants, far fromdecreasing, grows in size every vear
so that although there were barely-00 persons for whom the annuities
were originally intended, the list ofpensioners is now in the neighborhoodof n.000, and this too in spite of thefact that sixty-two years have elapsed'since the coup d'etat.
The incident, however, which has led

to a demand for the reform of theabuses in connection therewith, is the
extraordinary case of a prominent,well-to-do citizen of Toulouse, who, atthe time of the coup d'etat happenedto have gone off on a three weeks'trlP to Switzerland with a lady of morethan questionable character, leavinghis wife and children at home. He
would not have been molested by the
new government of Napoleon m. had
he remained quietly at home. Rut he
was delighted to be able to avail him¬
self of the coup d'etat, in order to

his wife that he had been
obliged to flee, in order to escape the
Bmperor's myrmidons, and deportationto that so deadly penal colony of
Cayenne. He urged his wife at the
same time to remain quietly at Toul-
ouse, and to take charge of his affairs
until he had been able to ma.ke his

f peace with the government, so as to
.admit of his return.

About a year later there was an am-
iwsty of political offenders, on the
strength of which he quietly returned
home to his wife and family at Toul-
ou*e. and although he had never been
interfered with in any way by the
police, ever afterwards posed as one
of tho victims of tlie coup d'etat, lie
is long si nee dead. But on ihe strength
of this pretension his two sons, al-
though they inherited from him a very
comfortable fortune, and are in the
best of health and vigor, secured their
inscription on the list of the pensioners
of the national treasury, as "orphans"
of a victim of the coup d'etat. Their
success in obtaining these annuities,
speaks volumes for the cleverness 0'
th« pension agent whom they em-
ployed.
Miss Cecilia Lennox, who has just

been adjudicated ns bankrupt In Lon¬
don. with heavy liabilities, and Inflni-
teslmal assets, ruined, according to
her own admission, by unfortunate
Stock Exchango speculations and
financial enterprises into which she
embarked on the strength of tips from
"friends," acting as touts for stock-
brokers and promoters, is a great-
granddaughter of the fourth Duke of
Richmond, and r» daughter of the late
General Sir Wilbraham Lennox, who
was one Iif the first to win the Vic¬
toria Cross, as n subaltern In the
Crimen, and who died as director-gen-
eral of military education in England.

It is only fair to her relatives to
add that her mother, now dead, who
succeeded to the Sinclair estates, on
tlx/ death of her brother, Sir Robert
Sinclair Lockhart. ninth baronet of his
line, and also her brother. Cecil Len¬
nox-Sinclair, the present owner of the
estates, which are situated In the
counties of Caithness and Haddington,
have repeatedly paid her debts, to the
tune of several hundred thousand dol-
lars. As 3ho Is about forty years of
age. and a3 It seems to be impossible
to cure iter of her mania for specula¬
tion. perhaps the allowing her to he
gazetted as a bankrupt Is the best
thing that her relatives could do for
he r.
